BACKGROUND 

[0002} There are a variety of spectroscopic tools for characterizing atomic or 

molecular compound. These include, but are not limited to, x-ray, UV, visible-light, 
infrared and microwave spectroscopy, and nudear and electron spin resonance 
(NMR and ESR) spectroscopy. In general, spectroscopic tools are useful for at 
least four different type of chemical-analytical problems: first, to characterize an 
atomic and molecular compound according to its spedrographic features, e.g., 
spectral components; second, to determine the atomic composition of a 
compound, according to the spedral charaderistics of atoms making up the 
compound; third, to determine 2-D or 3-D conformation of a molecular compound 
according to the spedral charaderistic of atom-atom interactions in the compound; 
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
